tical to do so, and this puts a premium
on quick observation and instinetive
judgment., Whatever Inexactness there
Is lies not In the sclence, but in the
user of It

All this does not mean, however, that
the lessons of characterology may not
be applied, by the salesman for ine-
stance, with extreme beneflt, even If
not with exactness. For practieal pur-
poses it may be out of the question for
the salesman to mnke n complete and
detniled mental audlt of the chnracter-
istics of his prospect befora venturing
on his sales talk. But it {8 ecany for
bim to observe certnin fundamentnl out-
standing features and to keep these in
his mind ns a sort of guide ax he un-
folds hils proposition.

For instance, it is not hard for him
to observe whether lis prospect hns n
convex profile or not. And if he hns, it
s not difficult to remember that the
proposition should be sketehed out for
him q':xlckly, emphasizing the “ellights: |
that he is impatient, and that it is Im-
portant to induce and be ready for a
quick decision on his part, .
